Rabin: Mustn’t place our

PRIME MINISTER Yitzhak Rabin 
said on Friday that “those who 
propose” a U.S.-Israel defence 
treaty are seeking it 88 “a sub- 
stitute for defensible borders...

Assad says he won’t let 
a single Jew leave 


NEW YORK (JTA). — Syrian 
President Hafez el-Assad told a 
U.S. Congressman that he would 
not allow a single Syrian Jew to 
leave the country, the Congress- 
man, Stephen Solarz, said on 
Friday. 

Solarz, a New York Democrat, 
has just returned from a visit to 
Syria. He told a press conference 
called by the American Jewish 
Congress that Assad explained to 
him that if Syria permitted Jews 
to emigrate, it. would not be in 
a position to put pressure on 
the Soviet Union not to permit 
such emigration. 

Solarz, who is Jewish, toured 
the ghetto in Damascus and at- 
tended services. at Frange Syna- 
gogue there.

Bus fares to stay 


linked to costs

TEL AVIV. — Transport Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi on Friday accepted 
the. Golomb Committee's pro- 
posal that bus fares continue to 
be linked to operation costs and 
that they be reassessed by April 
1 each year. The committee was 
appointed in May 1974 by the 
Transport Minister to review the 
system of raising: fares and to 
σοῖς into the financial situation 
of ‘the bus cooperatives. 

Mr, Ya'acobi praised the work of 
the committee, headed by David 
Golomb. He asked it to continue 
its work, and to hand in further 
proposals on the other topics it was 
requested to study: ways and means 
of Governmental supervision and 
control of the cooperatives. and the 
financial situation of the cooperatives 
and how this affected their mem- 
bers. 

The committee emphasised that 
linking fares to operation costs does 
not solve problems caused by changes 
in the number of passengers using 
public transport or the difficulties 
caused by traffic congestion. These 
problems will have to be settled 


separately, perhaps under the plan 
for ἃ mass transport system, the 
committee suggested. | Ἶ 

It recommended that a certain de- 
ficit of the cooperatives dating back 
to 1970 be covered on condition 
that the rises in the wages of co- 
operative members remain in: step 
with the wage policy of the economy. 

The principle of linking the rise 
in fares to operation costs will not 
take into consideration the: money 
that cooperative membera_ receive 
for their investment’ in the ox 
operative and self-management of 
the cooperative. 

‘The committee advised that fares 
should be fixed once a year,. only 
if the operation cost index has rigen 
by more than 5 per cent. If: the 
operation cost Index rises by: more 
than 7.5 per cent then the fares

BONN. — Nazi war criminals con- 
victed in absentia in France but 
still free in West Germany can 
now be prosecuted under an agree- 
ment voted into law by the upper 
house of Parliament on Friday. 

Passage of the Franco-German 


treaty came after a four-year delay 


during which its opponents man- 
aged to bottle it up in committee 
or otherwise obstruct it. 

Much of the credit for getting 
the bill through must go to Beate 
Klarsfeld, who publicized the scan- 
dal by unsuccessfully attempting: to to 
kidnap former Paris Gestapo chief 
Kurt Lischka near his home in 
Cologne. 

She later disclosed the sensitive 
position of Free Democrat law- 


maker Ernst Achenbach, who wag 
an officiel at the Nazis’ wartime 
embassy in Paris. Achenbach was 
key “rapporteur” for the treaty in 
the Bundestag Foreign Committee, 
although he openly opposed the bill. 
The treaty closes a legal loophole 
under which Nazi war criminals 
wonvicted ἔπ absentia in France 
after 1945 have been able to live 
unpunished in the Bonn Republic.

Learning to live with open-air art 


! WE SHALL learn to live with Tu- 


markin’s Holocaust memorial in 
Malkei Israel square and, after a 
while, will find it quite tolerable. 
‘The inverted pyramid that rises gra- 
dually at the southern end of the 
square has been designed to blend 
with surroundings — that was one 
of the conditions of the competition. 
But the monument is not typically 
Tumarkin. It is a solid piece of 
work, a far cry from another Tu- 
markin product which enlivens the 
Tel Aviv University with 
its twisted white body and brightly 
of edt to find that its 
jury was it 
choice Ἀν oe Ἐροϊοκαυος memorial 
was the brain-child of. this most ex- 
travagant sculptor. 

Why have sculptures out in the 
open? — Precisely, in order to make 
the citizen aware of art without 
stepping into a museum. This is 
what Matityahu Kalir, director of 
the Tel Aviv Foundation for Litera- 
ture and Art, says. Actually, the Tu- 
markin monument is not the Foun- 
dation’s gift; it was ordered and 


installed directly by the Municipal . 


Council. 

The Foundation has been respon- 
alble for five projects, One, Pietro 
Cascella's monumental Gate of 
Peace, stands on a high spot in In- 
dependence Park, overlooking the 
sea. It was the gift of a millionaire; 
the Foundation rejected an offer by 
the Milan Municipality to pay 


" $75,000 so that it could adorn a 


Square in the Lombardian capital. 
‘Four other works of art have been 

directly initiated by the Foundation. 

An advisory committee of artists 


and art critics asked two. local and 
two foreign sculptors to contribute 
to Tel Aviv's beauty. All responded, 
asking no fee. We owe to George, 
Segal, of New York, the white plas- 
ter group “Abraham's Sacrifice of 
Isaac” in the Mann Auditorium; and 
to Kenneth Noland, of ‘Vermont, a 
stainless steel and oak form which 
stands in the Yarkon Park, Menashe 
Kadishman recently erected near 
Habimah Square his three superim- 
posed iron discs which he calls 
“Wxaltation” (it stands 12 metres 
high). And Yitzhak Ὁ, is now 
the putting the finishing touches to a 
five-metre high white concrete land- 
seape sculpture in front of the Le- 
vant Fair grounds. The sculpture 
has winding contours, reminiscent 
of a snake. 


Rising costs 

Criticism does not worry Mr. Ka- 
ir, As long as there are people, 
there will be differences of taste. 
The artists concerned all have estab- 
shed reputations, and thelr work 
was approved by a committee of ex- 
perts. But the prométion of new mo- 
numents by the Foundation is to be 
halted for the time being for pure- 
ly financial reasons. Though the 
artists do not receive a piastre for 
their work, the out-of-pocket ex- 
penses involved are rising steeply. 
If Segal's group cost the Founda- 
tion 145,000, Noland’s work cost 
TL60,000 to install; Kadishman's, 
over 1L100,000; and Danziger’s will 
cost 1L150,000. 

Less ambitious than the Founda- 
tion for Literature and Art, but 
more persevering, are the efforts of 


the Public Works Department of the 
Ministry of Labour. Bight years ago, 
the chief architect of the P.W.D., 
Mordechai Shoshany, persuaded his 
superiors to spend one per cent of 
the cost of a public building on 
adding an artistic touch to the asce- 
tically functional walls, so dear to 
the disciples of the Bauhaus and 
Le Corbusier. The first attempt was 
made on the high grey wall of the 
mew telephone exchange in Rehov 
Linco]z, a stone's throw from Mr. 
Shoshany's office. Genla Berger pro- 
duced a munis ὦ of ceramic ‘plates, 
representing birds in flights — a 
symbol of postal communications, 
as well as her own distinctive mark. 
Some 40 works have since been in- 
stalled on various buildings erected 
by the P.W.D. — not only in Tel 
Aviv. Sculptor Dov Felgin adorned 
a wall in the Tivon Post Office; Lev 
Syrkin, a newcomer from Russia, 
‘created a wall for the Talpiot tele- 
phone exchange; Tumarkin designed 
ἃ pool for Haifa's Rambam Hospital; 
and Danziger recently covered with 
stainless metal the entrance to the 
telephone exchange in Nazareth. The 
work of Sami Bejerano, a native of 
Bulgaria, can be seen in Beersheba 
and Herzliya; of Harold Rubin, a 
South African, in Afekea, in North 
Tel Aviv. The latest addition in the 
series is again Genia Berger, whose 
gay birds adorf the new Post Of- 
fice in Rehov Weizmann: ΄.
